sentence to 
‘boot camp’

A teen charged with the deliv- 
ery of a controlled substance 
and felorly breaking and enter- 
ing was sentenced to prison and 


‘boot camp’ Monday, April 28, | 


in 46th Circuit Trial Court. 

The charges stem from an 
incident last October when 19- 
year old Stephanie Sue Mitchell 
and some friends broke into sea- 
sonal homes in 
- Township, stole televisions and 
other items, then traded one. of 
thé televisions for money anda 
Fentanyl patch -- a potent pre- 
scription painkiller. The group 
-' then drank and partied in a room 
at a local motel where 24-year 
old Shea Simpson died after eat- 
ing the contents of the patch, not 
meant to be taken orally. 

When Mitchell pled guilty to 
the two charges in January, she 
testified how she applied the 
patch to her hip but after a while

All five people who were rid-

Medical runs hit 10,000 hours

The Crawford County 
Transportation Authority 


(CCTA) has a program to trans- 
port people who need specialized 
non-emergency medical atten- 
tion to their appointments. What 
makes this program different 
from the normal transportation 
provided by the CCTA is that 
these services are not available in 
this county and some requests 
take them to Saginaw and Ann 
Arbor. . 


The program, which is sup- 
ported by many agencies, began 
with a non-renewable grant 
issued by the Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health. The grant was designed 
help people in rural areas: get 
access to needed medical atten- 
tion. 

Since this program on 
approximately 30 months ago, 
the CCTA has logged over 
10,000 hours helping Crawford 


County residents get to their. 


appointments. CCTA Director 


Dave Frederick said they origi- 
nally estimated this would take 
no more than 200 hours each 
month. Their first month of ser- 
vice was over 250 hours and the 
program has logged an average 
of over 300 hours each month 
since its inception. Frederick 
added there is obviously a pro- 
found need for specialized med- 
ical services that are not yet 
available in this county. 

Fewer hours have been logged 
in the last few months since the 
grant ran out and now agencies

To deal with the financial chal- 
lenge, the hospital’s senior lead- 
ers, Management team, and other 
staff members have been work- 
ing to identify ways to cut 
expenses. An action plan has 
been developed which includes 
the elimination of 15 positions, 
several by restructuring or merg- 
ing responsibilities. Other 
reductions will occur through 
efficient use of hospital 
resources. 

“Health care is a complicated 
business,” said Riemer-Matuzak. 
“There are many factors -- such 
as reimbursements -- that are 
beyond our control but affect our 
bottom line and this is a chal- 
lenge facing hospitals nation- 
wide.” One factor, she said, that 
played into this year’s losses was 
the decision of a group of 
Orthopedic surgeons to concen- 
trate on the Gaylord market, 
léaving the hospital with fewer 
surgeries than projected. 

- “We have two new excellent 
Orthopedic surgeons on staff 
who are drawing patients from as 
far away as Mt. Pleasant,” noted

Governor’s old residence presents problems 


WHAT TO DO with the gover- 
nor’s mansion in Lansing is caus- 
ing some head scratching around 
the state capitol. 

Actually the governor’s house 
is not much of a mansion, as 
mansions go. 

It was built about 50 years ago 
by Howard Sober, a well-to-do 
entrepreneur whose trucking 
company made a lot of money 
hauling. — Lansing-built 
Oldsmobiles around the country. 

It’s a one-story structure in a 


historically fashionable Lansing. 


neighborhood. it has three bed- 


rooms, nice but not lavish enter- 


taining space, and pleasant land- 
scaping. But it does not overlook 
the nearby river, or the nearby 
golf course. 

As memory serves, the house 
was offered to the state by Mr. 
Sober, and former Senator Emil 
Lockwood headed up a public 
citizens fund raising group to buy 
Michigan’s first official gover- 
nor’s residence. Note: No tax 
dollars. 


- Before the state owned an offi- 
cial residence, governors provid- 
ed their own Lansing housing. 
Govemor. George Romney rent- 
ed a home in East Lansing, 
Governor John Swainson rented 


one in West Lansing, while . 


Governor G. Mennen Williams 
preferred a big house in down- 
town Lansing. 

Governor Kim Sigler, who 
lived about 50 miles from the 
capitol in Hastings, stayed at the 
former Olds Hotel across the 
street from the capitol when he 
was in town. The hotel, by the 
way, is now a state office build- 
ing. 

Governor William Milliken 
was the first governor to live 
there. His successors, Governors 
James Blanchard and John 
Engler, also lived there. Now its 
Govemor Jennifer Granholm’s 
turn. 


x oe OF 
GOVERNOR GRANHOLM 


and her husband, Dan Mulhern, 
have three children, and the offi- 


cial residence simply is not suit- 
ed for a family like theirs. The 
oldest child wil! start high 
school, another is in middle 
school and the youngest in ele- 
mentary school. 

Again a public citizens group 
has been formed, headed by 
Debbie Dingell, Democratic 
national committee woman, to 
taise a million dollars to expand 


and fix up the old Sober house. | 


Note: No tax dollars. 

The house needs plenty of 
-attention .... not only more space 
but a new roof so it won’t leak, 
electrical service update, a two 
room addition, and who knows 
what all will tum up. 


The refurbished governor’s. 


home is supposed to be ready 
when school starts in the fall. In 
the meantime, . Governor 
Granholm commutes to her home 
in Northville. 

A million bucks is a lot of 
money to sink into an old, inade- 
quate house. The location is fine, 
but even after being expanded 


and renovated, the Michigan 
mansion probably still will be 
inadequate for total functioning 
as a governor’s family home as 
well as all the official non-family 


duties a governor is expected to 


perform at the residence. 

A million bucks would take a 
big chunk out of erecting a new 
governor’s mansion on the same 
site that truly would fit the bill. 

However, that would mean that 
the taxpayers likely would have 
to pony up at least part of the 
cost, and these days are no time 
to ask taxpayers to pay for a gov- 
emor’s mansion .... even part of 
one. 

More difficult would be to find 
an elected politician, including 
the governor, to suggest such a 
program. 

Too bad. In another 10 years or 
so, we can expect another public 
fund raising effort to repair or 
improve the old house again, or 
to accommodate a governor with 


different family needs.

State legislator, judge, member

In 1982, after she retired from 
congress, she accepted the invita- 
tion of then-Congressman and 
candidate for governor James 
Blanchard to be his running mate 
for lieutenant governor.

Wilson, who was appointed lieu- 
tenant governor for a few weeks 
in 1940. . : 

It came about after Governor 
Frank Fitzgerald died in March — 
1939, and Lt. Governor Luren 
Dickinson succeeded him. 
Govermor Dickinson apparently 
operated without a lieutenant 
governor until Nov. 19, 1940 
when Matilda Wilson was 
appointed lieutenant governor for 
the six weeks-or so until the term 
expired Dec. 31 of that year, in 
an obviously ceremonial appoint- 
ment. 

However, Martha Griffiths was 
the first woman ELECTED lieu- 
tenant governor and the first to 
serve more than six weeks in the 
job. She ran on a tandem ticket 
with Mr. Blanchard, but it’s gen- 
erally accepted that she attracted 
considerable support for the tick- 
et.

Preserving our national treasures 


One hundred years ago last 


month, President Theodore 
Roosevelt signed an executive 
order creating the Pelican Island 
National Wildlife Refuge, the 


“first such area in the world. 


Within six years, the Roosevelt 
administration added 53 other 
regions to the refuge system. 
What began as an effort to pro- 
tect a five acre island off the 
coast of Florida now encompass- 
es more than 540 refuges and 
over 95 million acres throughout 
the nation. 

Teddy Roosevelt’s achieve- 
ments in conservation ushered in 
a century of environmental 
awareness that continues today. 
Earth Day, celebrated on April 
22, offers an opportunity to 
review our environmental stew- 
ardship and rededicate ourselves 
to this tradition of preservation. 

Michigan is home to ten 
national wildlife refuges, with 
five each in the Upper and Lower 
Peninsulas. These regions are 
home to hundreds of species of 
animals, birds and fish. Some 
refuges are also home to endan- 
gered species, such at Kirtland’s 
Warbler National Wildlife 
Refuge in mid-Michigan, the 
only known nesting area of the 
Kirtland warbier. 

One area of ecological signifi- 
cance, the Detroit River, has suf- 
fered from neglect for too long. 
Since the mid-18th century, over 
95 percent of the coastal wetland 
habitat along the Detroit River 
has been lost. These wetlands 
are essential for the preservation 
of clean water and are an annual 
destination for three miilion 
ducks, geese, swans and other 
birds that migrate through the 
region. 

To further the restoration of 
the Detroit River, I supported the 
effort of. Representative John 
Dingell during the last session of 
Congress to create the Detroit 
Rivers International Wildlife 
Refuge. The refuge, spanning 18 
miles from Zug Island to 
Sterling State Park, will con- 
serve, protect and restore wet- 
lands and other habitat for 
walleyes and 64 other kinds of 
fish, 29 species of waterfow! and

300 species of migratory birds. 

The Detroit International 
Wildlife Refuge is also the first 
refuge to be cooperatively man- 
aged by both the U.S. and 
Canadian governments. ‘And, in 
recognition of the centennial of 
the wildlife refuge system, the 
Army Corps of Engineers 
recently announced plans to 
donate 168 acres of wetlands to 
the Detroit International Wildlife 
Refuge. 

In addition to working to set 
aside additional areas, we must 
continue to fight to protect those 
areas that are already preserved. 

More than 20 years ago, I 
cosponsored legislation creating 
the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge, and I remain committed 
to preserving this incredible 
land, The only area on the North 
Slope of Alaska not already open 
to drilling, the Arctic refuge is 
‘home to polar bears, musk oxen, 
wolves, caribous, millions of 
migratory birds and hundreds of 
other species. The Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge is also 
the largest expanse of pristine 
wilderness in the nation. For 
these distinctions, it has been 
called “America’s Serengeti.” 

President Bush has declared 
that opening the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge to drilling is one 
of his priorities. While he 
acknowledges the importance of 
the area to the arctic ecosystem, 
he argues that this is outweighed 
by the potential for energy devel- 
opment. I believe such an 
approach is shortsighted. 

It is estimated that the refuge 
could produce only a tiny per- 
centage of our daily supply of 
oil. Consequently, most analysts 
agree that the actual reserves are 
too small to significantly assist 
the United States in achieving 
energy independence, 

Teddy Roosevelt once 

remarked that future generations 
would judge nations by their 
ability to manage natural 
‘resources “as assets which it 
Must turn over to the next gener- 
ation increased, and not impaired 
in value.” This statement is as 
true today as it was a hundred 
years ago.

On Wednesday prior to our Easter 
celebration this year, the Jews cele- 
brated Passover. To the Jews, 
Passover is a festival of freedom. The 
Passover was the event God used to 
free the Jews from 400 years of slav- 
ery in Egypt. God placed 10 plagues 
upon Egypt before the Pharaoh was 
willing to free the Jews. God’s mes- 
sage was clear in Ex. 10:3: “And 
Moses and Aaron came in unto 
Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, 
How tong wilt thou refuse to humble 
thyself before me? let my people go, 
that they may serve me.’ The 
reminder of God’s gift of deliverance 
and freedom was to be repeated each 
year at the Passover. Ex. 12:27: 
“7That ye shall say, It is the sacrifice 
of the LORD’S passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of 
Israel in Egypt, when he smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And the people bowed the head and 
worshipped.” The purpose of their 
freedom was to worship and serve 
their God. 

When Passover was instituted, the. 
Jews were to kill a lamb and sprinkle 
the blood on the lintel and two side 
posts of the door of their house. They 
were to then eat the lamb before 
morning. God’s promised them in 
Ex. 12:23: “For the LORD will pass 
through to smite the Egyptians; and 
when he seeth the blood upon the lin- 
tel, and on the two side posts, the 
LORD will pass over the door, and

The Passover lamb was a picture 
of God’s deliverance and salvation 
made available for us through the 
death, burial, arid resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Jesus was God’s lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world. (Rev. 13:8). John declared of 
Him in John 1:29: “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world.” It was prophesied of Him 
in Isa. 53:6: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the LORD 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” 

The Jews were told to remove all 
leaven from their houses before 
Passover. Leaven is a picture of sin. 
That is why we are told in 1 Cor. 5:7: 
“Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us:” Jesus 
Christ is the sinless lamb of God who 
died on the cross, was buried, and 
rose again to give us forgiveness of 
sins through faith in His death, and 
eternal life through faith in His resur- 
rection. 

‘God did not provide Passover free- 
dom for the Jews to live as they 
please, but to serve and worship 
Him. So also, Jesus Christ, the lamb 
of God died to give us freedom to 
live for and serve Him. Our soldiers 
in Iraq are in the process of freeing 
millions of people in the spirit of Isa.

> National 
Nurses Week is 
being celebrated 
May 6-12 

“Nancy Wheaton has been a 
nurse for 34 years, but she still 
gets emotional when she 
describes the moment a baby is 
born. “It’s never not been a 
thrill,” she said. “It’s a miracle 
every time -- it brings a tear to 
my eye just to think of it” | 

Marj Bodi has been an obstet- 

rical nurse for 36 years. She 
loves it so much that on her days 
off she drives'to Grand Rapids to 
work at Blodgett Hospital. You 
can spot her on the highway. 
She’s the one with the “Stork 
Mom” license plate. 


_ Wheaton and Bodi are part of 
an impressive team of nurses 


who work on the Obstetrical 


Unit at Mercy Hospital Grayling. 
The unit’s 15 nurses have a com- 
bined total of 336 years of ser- 
vice, with more than 244 years in 
obstetrical nursing. “We’re pret- 
ty well seasoned,” said Wheaton, 
who is clinical coordinator for 
the unit. “There’ Sa lot of experi- 
ence here.” 

The 15 nurses are among 2.7 
million American nurses being 
recognized - during National 
Nurses Week, May 6- 12. The 
theme for the week, “Nurses: 
Lifting Spirits, Touching Lives,” 
describes the OB team. 

* Despite copious years of ser- 
vice, their passion for the work 
remains acute. “It’s my favorite 
joy in life” Bodi said. 
the birth process. I’m in love 
with the whole concept of fami- 
ly. A woman and a man are at 
_ ‘their most vulnerable during the 
birth process. They need all the 
loving care you can give them so 
that they’re able to give that new 
little one all the care it needs.” 

_ Extensive experience trans- 
Jates into enhanced care for 
patients, Wheaton said. “The 
more experienced: nurse:has seen 
a lot: more;ii ishe ‘said}., “They 
know how to “manage patients 
and they are more nurturing. A 
lot of us are mothers and grand- 
mothers and we’ve all shed a tear 
as we watched a couple become 
_ a family. 

“T just love to see the parents’ 
reaction and the grandparents’ 
reaction to the baby,” Wheaton 
said. “Almost every mother 
reaches the point in labor when 
she said “I just can’t do this any- 
more,” 
minutes later the baby arrives 
and they are so thrilled. You see 
the family going through 
changes -- things will never EADS 
the same.” 

Nursing certainly isn’t the 
same as it was when Bodi and 
Wheaton started in the mid and 


late 1960s. Back then, dads 


weren’t allowed anywhere near 
the delivery room. “Now it’s 
almost expected. that they’re 
going to cut the cord,” Wheaton 
says. Huge advances have been 
made in prenatal testing and pre- 
natal care, which Wheaton says 
has dramatically decreased the 
number of birth defects. “I saw a 
lot of ariomalies when I started,” 
_ Wheaton says. “Now I rarely see 
any.” 

Technological advances also 
changed the face of OB nursing. 
Fetal heart monitors, ultrasound 
and amniocentesis are now stan- 
dard tools. Bodi recalls working 
with the first fetal monitors in 
the early 1970s. “It’s been fun to 
watch that whole ‘process being 
developed,” she says. But as 
amazing and helpful as the new 
technology is, it’s still people 
who make the difference, she 
said, 

“1 don’t think technology is 
God’s answer to everything,” 
Bodi said. “You still need a nurse 
at the bedside who has a good 
mind and experienced hands that 
know what a contraction feels 
like.” 
~ Lots of one-on-one bedside 
attention is an advantage a small 


hospital can offer, Bodi works in 


two venues -- the more intimate 
setting of Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, and the large metro-

New phone system in place for jobless i in northern Michigan

LANSING -- Being unem- 
_ ployed is never easy, but getting 
benefits may now be easier for 
northern Michigan residents. 

The state has worked the bugs 
out of its new phone registration 
system for the jobless in northern 
Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula, and officials say it's 
ready. 

"We were in a silent test phase, 
but now we're advertising that it's 
available all across the northern 
part. of the state,” said Dave 
Plawecki, the state director for 
employment compensation ve 
tems. 

The system silewe toll- Fike 
calls from the 906, 989, 231, 705 
and 715 area codes. About 20 
percent of unemployment claims 
in the state come from the cov- 
ered area, according to the state 
Office of Labor Market 
Information.

certification after an applicant 
had already filed for unemploy- 
ment, | 

' After receiving official unem- 
ployed status, the jobless must 
check in every two weeks to ver- 


ify their continuing unemploy-

system, which Plawecki said is 
far more efficient. 

"The key issue here is obvious- 
ly the convenience to the per- 
son," Plawecki said. "We've 
reduced the process from about 
six hours,: including travel and 
processing, to close to about an 
hour." 

First-time nice will 
spend about 20 minutes on the 
phone, and an additional six to 
10 minutes every following two 


weeks if they remain unem- 


ployed. 

The morning after the first fil- 
ing, the system automatically 
sends a mailing to the claimant 
and his or her former employer, 
again reducing processing time 
compared to the old Byam, 
Plawecki said.

"In the U.P., we deal more on a 
personal level — a handshake still 
méans something," Greenberg 
said, 

The simple fact that the phone 
system is electronic and automat- 
ed might deter some U.P. resi- 
dents;aécording: to’ Greenberg.

1922, using only poppies that 
were made in France. In the 
1923 poppy campaign, due to 
difficulty and delay in getting 
poppies from France, the VFW 
made use of a surplus of French 
poppies that were on hand and 

the balance were artificial flow- 
ers. 

It was during the 1923 cam- 
paign that the VFW evolved the 
idea that resulted in the “VFW 
Buddy Poppy,” fashioned by dis- 
abled and needy veterans who 
were paid for their work as a 
‘practical means of providing 
assistance for these comrades. 

In February 1924, the VFW 
registered the name “Buddy 
Poppy” with the U.S. Patent

LANSING - Nancy Hunt is 
conflicted. 

As the general manager of 
Spike's Keg O' Nails restaurant in 
Grayling, she is wary about a new 
proposal that would stamp out 
smoking in all state restaurants. 
But in her personal opinion, it's a 
step in the right direction. 

"Honestly, 1 would love to see 
it happen, but from a business 
standpoint it might hurt us," Hunt 
said, 

The proposal by Rep. Jack 
Minore (D-Flint) would prohibit 
smoking in the public areas of all 
food service establishments. 

Hunt ts a nonsmoker and said 
she doesn't-have sympathy for the 
smokers’ complaint that a smok- 
ing ban would be unfair. "It's 
their smoke, but it's blowing in 
my face,” she said. 

But she said the bill would put 
restaurants like Spike's that serve 
alcohol in a more difficult posi- 
tion than other restaurants. 

“We serve alcohol, and people 
like to smoke when they drink, so 
we could lose customers if they 
couldn't smoke,” Hunt said, "But 
I believe it's the way things are 
going.” 

Minore said that he is follow- 
ing trends to curb smoking. 
California, New York and 
Delaware have gone smoke-free 
in their restaurants, "Michigan 


should become the fourth." 

The entire country of Jreland 
recently banned smoking in its 
restaurants as well,

"We used to be able to smoke 
everywhere -- airplanes, school, 
at work," Minore said. "The trend 
is clearly this way.” 

However, Minore isn't confi- 
dent his bill will pass the House 
Regulatory Reform Committee, 
where it now sits. "Ultimately, 
this will be adopted, but I don’t 
know if this is the time,” 

The right to smoke isn't in the 
hands of the state government, 
but should be up to restaurant 
owners and consumers, said 
Kristyn Sorensen, communica- 
tions director for. the Michigan 
Restaurant Association. 

"We don't need the state telling 
us what to do," she said. "We feel 
consumer demand will regulate 
this," 

In May 2002, the Michigan 
Supreme Court upheld a law that 
prevents local governments. from 
implementing smoking bans that 
are tougher than state laws. The 
case pitted the restaurant associa- 
tion against the city of Marquette. 

Tim Zigila, the president of the 
Grayling Chamber of Commerce, 
agrees that the state should allow 
restaurants to regulate smoking 
on their own. 

"It's kind of tough to support 
something that would affect all 
our businesses,” Zigila said. "I 
believe it's a restaurant's preroga- 
tive,” 

However, increasing awarcness 
of the effects of second-hand 
smoke and the fact that most 
Michigan residents don't sinoke 
should be an in indicator of sup- 
port for Minore's proposal, said 
Charlie Baase, communications

manager for Tobacco-Free 
Michigan. 

"If most people don't smoke, 
then most people want to be ina 
smoke-free environment,” he 
said. "Also, restaurants are a 
workplace, too. You can look at it 
from that aspect as well." Minore 
said that restaurant’ owners he 
knows who have gone smoke- 
free on their own have seen 
increases in business. - 

"They say that their tables tum 
faster and that business is great," 
he said. "Other restaurants are 
missing the bet. After the initial 
shock, they will find their pron 
up." 

Baase agrees: "Not only that, 
but lots of owners would appreci- 
ate state laws doing this so they 
don't have to do it on their own 
and deal with the smokers." 

The restaurant association's 
Sorensen said that restaurants 
already do a fine job in regulating 
second-hand smoke themselves. 

"Restaurants have invested 

thousands of dollars into equip- 
ment to filter smoke for non- 
smokers,” she said. "We aren't 
against smokers or non-smokers. 
We support restaurant owners to 
make their own decisions which 
are most profitable for them." 
. Minore’s bill is similar to one 
in the Senate by Sen. Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor), The risks 
associated with second-hand 
smoke have prompted the U.S. 
Environmental Agency to classi- 
fy it as a cancer-causing ‘agent, 
along with arsenic, asbestos, ben-. 
zene and radon. There .are 
between 1,400 and 2,500 deaths 
annually caused by second-hand 
smoke in the United States, said 
Baase. | 

"It kills," he said. “The restau- 


fant association has had a long 


history of supporting the tobacco 
industry." 

Minore said that although (he 
outlook for the bill isn't good, he 
wants a committee to discuss it. 
"Let's get the debate going.” 


Lawmakers want to slice ‘spam’ from e-mail

LANSING -- Emily Carney 
knows she's lucky. 

When she opens her e-mail on 
her House Office Building com- 
puter, she's better protected than 
many other Internet users. 

Although Camey's state e-mail 
address is easily found on the 
Internet, she doesn't constantly 


worry about spam - the junk mail 


of the electronic world - and all 
the problems it can bring. She's 
protected by state government's 
massive filter, which handles 
messages headed to the legisla- 
tive and executive branches. 

“I'm well aware of the kind of 
things that can come across as 
spam and the kinds of things that 
come across from unlisted 
addresses,” said Camey, chief of 
staff for Sen. Michelle McManus 
(R-Lake Leelanau). "Within the 
Legislature itself, I have yet to 
sée a virus problem because our 
filters are looking for all those 
kinds of things." 

No. matter the filtering soft- 
ware being used to sort through 
unsolicited incoming e-mail, 
pornography and computer 
viruses, some spam still finds a 
way through. 


But a group of legislators: 


wants to stop even that trickle of 
junk mail making it into elec- 
tronic inboxes across the state. 
Legislation in the House and 
Senate would require individuals 
and businesses sending adver- 
tisements or pornography to spe- 
cially label their e-mails and pro- 
vide a way for recipients to get 
off their mailing lists. 

The House measure ~ support- 
ed by 18 of 19 representatives on 
the Energy and Technology 
Committee’ - would require e- 
mail advertising to include 
"ADV" in the subject line of 
messages, which could aid filter- 
ing software in sorting them out. 
Twenty-one senators - including 
McManus and fellow 
Republicans Jason Allen of 
Traverse City, Patricia Birkholz 
of Saugatuck, Cameron: Brown! 
of Sturgis, Jud Gilbert of 
Algonac and Ron Jelinek of 
Three Oaks - have signed onto a 
similar version of the bill. which 
would also require pornographic 

.Messages be labeled. 

But catching those who break 
the law - the House version 
would be a misdemeanor charge 
of up to one year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine for each e-mail, 
while the Senate proposal would 
carry a $5,000 fine and up to one 
year in jail - stands to be the most 
challenging part. Many e-mail 
advertisers use fake e-mail 
addresses, and although they can 
be tracked back-to their service 
provider, the process is technical.

"The attomey general is going 
to have to put a lot of resources 
into going out-and catching these 
people,” said Dale Hull, legisla- 
tive director for Zeeland 
Republican Bill Huizenga, who 
sponsored the House bill. "But 
that's why the stiff penalties are 
there." 

And unless the government 
intervenes, it's unlikely any anti- 
spam improvements will take 
place, said Rob Worth of Grand 
Rapids-based WMIS Internet. 


The company provides filtering 


functions to clients statewide and 
is working to develop new ways 
to prevent junk e-mail. 

The massive amount of junk e- 
mail floating across the Internet 
can slow some servers, and busi- 
nesses say it decreases employ- 
ees’ productivity because of all 


the time they spend dealing with 


it. 
"I've got to imagine that the 
majority’ of people's e-mail is

goes on, your e-mail address gets 
out there more and more." 

And there's little that users can 
do to get their names off those e- 
mail lists. Unsubscribe functions 
on spam messages often are 
scams simply to indicate e-mail 
accounts that are active, Worth 
said. 

The House and Senate bills 
would require e-mail advertisers 
to identify themselves and list a 
mailing address, in addition to 


providing a free way for people — 


to opt out of future messages. 

But even with new state laws, 
Worth said, it might be impossi- 
ble to stop foreign e-mail from 
invading U.S. accounts. 

Which brings e-mail users 
back to where they began: soft- 
ware filters and the delete key. 

"I think we just have to deal 
with it right now and do the best 
we can," Worth said. "The tools 
we have seem to take care of the 
problem for now."

Medical runs hit 10,000 hours

The Crawford County 
Transportation Authority 


(CCTA) has a program to trans- 
port people who need specialized 
non-emergency medical atten- 
tion to their appointments. What 
makes this program different 
from the normal transportation 
provided by the CCTA is that 
these services are not available in 
this county and some requests 
take them to Saginaw and Ann 
Arbor. . 


The program, which is sup- 
ported by many agencies, began 
with a non-renewable grant 
issued by the Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health. The grant was designed 
help people in rural areas: get 
access to needed medical atten- 
tion. 

Since this program on 
approximately 30 months ago, 
the CCTA has logged over 
10,000 hours helping Crawford 


County residents get to their. 


appointments. CCTA Director 


Dave Frederick said they origi- 
nally estimated this would take 
no more than 200 hours each 
month. Their first month of ser- 
vice was over 250 hours and the 
program has logged an average 
of over 300 hours each month 
since its inception. Frederick 
added there is obviously a pro- 
found need for specialized med- 
ical services that are not yet 
available in this county.

To deal with the financial chal- 
lenge, the hospital’s senior lead- 
ers, Management team, and other 
staff members have been work- 
ing to identify ways to cut 
expenses. An action plan has 
been developed which includes 
the elimination of 15 positions, 
several by restructuring or merg- 
ing responsibilities. Other 
reductions will occur through 
efficient use of hospital 
resources. 

“Health care is a complicated 
business,” said Riemer-Matuzak. 
“There are many factors -- such 
as reimbursements -- that are 
beyond our control but affect our 
bottom line and this is a chal- 
lenge facing hospitals nation- 
wide.” One factor, she said, that 
played into this year’s losses was 
the decision of a group of 
Orthopedic surgeons to concen- 
trate on the Gaylord market, 
léaving the hospital with fewer 
surgeries than projected.

Governor’s old residence presents problems 


WHAT TO DO with the gover- 
nor’s mansion in Lansing is caus- 
ing some head scratching around 
the state capitol. 

Actually the governor’s house 
is not much of a mansion, as 
mansions go. 

It was built about 50 years ago 
by Howard Sober, a well-to-do 
entrepreneur whose trucking 
company made a lot of money 
hauling. — Lansing-built 
Oldsmobiles around the country. 

It’s a one-story structure in a 


historically fashionable Lansing. 


neighborhood. it has three bed- 


rooms, nice but not lavish enter- 


taining space, and pleasant land- 
scaping. But it does not overlook 
the nearby river, or the nearby 
golf course. 

As memory serves, the house 
was offered to the state by Mr. 
Sober, and former Senator Emil 
Lockwood headed up a public 
citizens fund raising group to buy 
Michigan’s first official gover- 
nor’s residence. Note: No tax 
dollars. 


- Before the state owned an offi- 
cial residence, governors provid- 
ed their own Lansing housing. 
Govemor. George Romney rent- 
ed a home in East Lansing, 
Governor John Swainson rented 


one in West Lansing, while . 


Governor G. Mennen Williams 
preferred a big house in down- 
town Lansing. 

Governor Kim Sigler, who 
lived about 50 miles from the 
capitol in Hastings, stayed at the 
former Olds Hotel across the 
street from the capitol when he 
was in town. The hotel, by the 
way, is now a state office build- 
ing. 

Governor William Milliken 
was the first governor to live 
there. His successors, Governors 
James Blanchard and John 
Engler, also lived there. Now its 
Govemor Jennifer Granholm’s 
turn. 


x oe OF 
GOVERNOR GRANHOLM 


and her husband, Dan Mulhern, 
have three children, and the offi- 


cial residence simply is not suit- 
ed for a family like theirs. The 
oldest child wil! start high 
school, another is in middle 
school and the youngest in ele- 
mentary school. 

Again a public citizens group 
has been formed, headed by 
Debbie Dingell, Democratic 
national committee woman, to 
taise a million dollars to expand 


and fix up the old Sober house. | 


Note: No tax dollars. 

The house needs plenty of 
-attention .... not only more space 
but a new roof so it won’t leak, 
electrical service update, a two 
room addition, and who knows 
what all will tum up. 


The refurbished governor’s. 


home is supposed to be ready 
when school starts in the fall. In 
the meantime, . Governor 
Granholm commutes to her home 
in Northville. 

A million bucks is a lot of 
money to sink into an old, inade- 
quate house. The location is fine, 
but even after being expanded 


and renovated, the Michigan 
mansion probably still will be 
inadequate for total functioning 
as a governor’s family home as 
well as all the official non-family 


duties a governor is expected to 


perform at the residence. 

A million bucks would take a 
big chunk out of erecting a new 
governor’s mansion on the same 
site that truly would fit the bill. 

However, that would mean that 
the taxpayers likely would have 
to pony up at least part of the 
cost, and these days are no time 
to ask taxpayers to pay for a gov- 
emor’s mansion .... even part of 
one. 

More difficult would be to find 
an elected politician, including 
the governor, to suggest such a 
program. 

Too bad. In another 10 years or 
so, we can expect another public 
fund raising effort to repair or 
improve the old house again, or 
to accommodate a governor with

Govermor Dickinson apparently 
operated without a lieutenant 
governor until Nov. 19, 1940 
when Matilda Wilson was 
appointed lieutenant governor for 
the six weeks-or so until the term 
expired Dec. 31 of that year, in 
an obviously ceremonial appoint- 
ment.

Preserving our national treasures 


One hundred years ago last 


month, President Theodore 
Roosevelt signed an executive 
order creating the Pelican Island 
National Wildlife Refuge, the 


“first such area in the world. 


Within six years, the Roosevelt 
administration added 53 other 
regions to the refuge system. 
What began as an effort to pro- 
tect a five acre island off the 
coast of Florida now encompass- 
es more than 540 refuges and 
over 95 million acres throughout 
the nation. 

Teddy Roosevelt’s achieve- 
ments in conservation ushered in 
a century of environmental 
awareness that continues today. 
Earth Day, celebrated on April 
22, offers an opportunity to 
review our environmental stew- 
ardship and rededicate ourselves 
to this tradition of preservation. 

Michigan is home to ten 
national wildlife refuges, with 
five each in the Upper and Lower 
Peninsulas. These regions are 
home to hundreds of species of 
animals, birds and fish. Some 
refuges are also home to endan- 
gered species, such at Kirtland’s 
Warbler National Wildlife 
Refuge in mid-Michigan, the 
only known nesting area of the 
Kirtland warbier. 

One area of ecological signifi- 
cance, the Detroit River, has suf- 
fered from neglect for too long. 
Since the mid-18th century, over 
95 percent of the coastal wetland 
habitat along the Detroit River 
has been lost. These wetlands 
are essential for the preservation 
of clean water and are an annual 
destination for three miilion 
ducks, geese, swans and other 
birds that migrate through the 
region. 

To further the restoration of 
the Detroit River, I supported the 
effort of. Representative John 
Dingell during the last session of 
Congress to create the Detroit 
Rivers International Wildlife 
Refuge. The refuge, spanning 18 
miles from Zug Island to 
Sterling State Park, will con- 
serve, protect and restore wet- 
lands and other habitat for 
walleyes and 64 other kinds of 
fish, 29 species of waterfow! and

300 species of migratory birds. 

The Detroit International 
Wildlife Refuge is also the first 
refuge to be cooperatively man- 
aged by both the U.S. and 
Canadian governments. ‘And, in 
recognition of the centennial of 
the wildlife refuge system, the 
Army Corps of Engineers 
recently announced plans to 
donate 168 acres of wetlands to 
the Detroit International Wildlife 
Refuge. 

In addition to working to set 
aside additional areas, we must 
continue to fight to protect those 
areas that are already preserved. 

More than 20 years ago, I 
cosponsored legislation creating 
the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge, and I remain committed 
to preserving this incredible 
land, The only area on the North 
Slope of Alaska not already open 
to drilling, the Arctic refuge is 
‘home to polar bears, musk oxen, 
wolves, caribous, millions of 
migratory birds and hundreds of 
other species. The Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge is also 
the largest expanse of pristine 
wilderness in the nation. For 
these distinctions, it has been 
called “America’s Serengeti.” 

President Bush has declared 
that opening the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge to drilling is one 
of his priorities. While he 
acknowledges the importance of 
the area to the arctic ecosystem, 
he argues that this is outweighed 
by the potential for energy devel- 
opment. I believe such an 
approach is shortsighted. 

It is estimated that the refuge 
could produce only a tiny per- 
centage of our daily supply of 
oil. Consequently, most analysts 
agree that the actual reserves are 
too small to significantly assist 
the United States in achieving 
energy independence, 

Teddy Roosevelt once 

remarked that future generations 
would judge nations by their 
ability to manage natural 
‘resources “as assets which it 
Must turn over to the next gener- 
ation increased, and not impaired 
in value.” This statement is as 
true today as it was a hundred 
years ago.

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Passover Freedom 


On Wednesday prior to our Easter 
celebration this year, the Jews cele- 
brated Passover. To the Jews, 
Passover is a festival of freedom. The 
Passover was the event God used to 
free the Jews from 400 years of slav- 
ery in Egypt. God placed 10 plagues 
upon Egypt before the Pharaoh was 
willing to free the Jews. God’s mes- 
sage was clear in Ex. 10:3: “And 
Moses and Aaron came in unto 
Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, 
How tong wilt thou refuse to humble 
thyself before me? let my people go, 
that they may serve me.’ The 
reminder of God’s gift of deliverance 
and freedom was to be repeated each 
year at the Passover. Ex. 12:27: 
“7That ye shall say, It is the sacrifice 
of the LORD’S passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of 
Israel in Egypt, when he smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And the people bowed the head and 
worshipped.” The purpose of their 
freedom was to worship and serve 
their God. 

When Passover was instituted, the. 
Jews were to kill a lamb and sprinkle 
the blood on the lintel and two side 
posts of the door of their house. They 
were to then eat the lamb before 
morning. God’s promised them in 
Ex. 12:23: “For the LORD will pass 
through to smite the Egyptians; and 
when he seeth the blood upon the lin- 
tel, and on the two side posts, the 
LORD will pass over the door, and

The Passover lamb was a picture 
of God’s deliverance and salvation 
made available for us through the 
death, burial, arid resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Jesus was God’s lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world. (Rev. 13:8). John declared of 
Him in John 1:29: “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world.” It was prophesied of Him 
in Isa. 53:6: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the LORD 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” 

The Jews were told to remove all 
leaven from their houses before 
Passover. Leaven is a picture of sin. 
That is why we are told in 1 Cor. 5:7: 
“Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us:” Jesus 
Christ is the sinless lamb of God who 
died on the cross, was buried, and 
rose again to give us forgiveness of 
sins through faith in His death, and 
eternal life through faith in His resur- 
rection. 

‘God did not provide Passover free- 
dom for the Jews to live as they 
please, but to serve and worship 
Him. So also, Jesus Christ, the lamb 
of God died to give us freedom to 
live for and serve Him. Our soldiers 
in Iraq are in the process of freeing 
millions of people in the spirit of Isa.

“It’s a miracle 
every time -- it brings a tear to 
my eye just to think of it” | 

Marj Bodi has been an obstet- 

rical nurse for 36 years. She 
loves it so much that on her days 
off she drives'to Grand Rapids to 
work at Blodgett Hospital. You 
can spot her on the highway. 
She’s the one with the “Stork 
Mom” license plate. 


_ Wheaton and Bodi are part of 
an impressive team of nurses 


who work on the Obstetrical 


Unit at Mercy Hospital Grayling. 
The unit’s 15 nurses have a com- 
bined total of 336 years of ser- 
vice, with more than 244 years in 
obstetrical nursing. “We’re pret- 
ty well seasoned,” said Wheaton, 
who is clinical coordinator for 
the unit. “There’ Sa lot of experi- 
ence here.” 

The 15 nurses are among 2.7 
million American nurses being 
recognized - during National 
Nurses Week, May 6- 12. The 
theme for the week, “Nurses: 
Lifting Spirits, Touching Lives,” 
describes the OB team. 

* Despite copious years of ser- 
vice, their passion for the work 
remains acute. “It’s my favorite 
joy in life” Bodi said. 
the birth process. I’m in love 
with the whole concept of fami- 
ly. A woman and a man are at 
_ ‘their most vulnerable during the 
birth process. They need all the 
loving care you can give them so 
that they’re able to give that new 
little one all the care it needs.” 

_ Extensive experience trans- 
Jates into enhanced care for 
patients, Wheaton said. “The 
more experienced: nurse:has seen 
a lot: more;ii ishe ‘said}., “They 
know how to “manage patients 
and they are more nurturing. A 
lot of us are mothers and grand- 
mothers and we’ve all shed a tear 
as we watched a couple become 
_ a family. 

“T just love to see the parents’ 
reaction and the grandparents’ 
reaction to the baby,” Wheaton 
said. “Almost every mother 
reaches the point in labor when 
she said “I just can’t do this any- 
more,” 
minutes later the baby arrives 
and they are so thrilled. You see 
the family going through 
changes -- things will never EADS 
the same.” 

Nursing certainly isn’t the 
same as it was when Bodi and 
Wheaton started in the mid and 


late 1960s. Back then, dads 


weren’t allowed anywhere near 
the delivery room. “Now it’s 
almost expected. that they’re 
going to cut the cord,” Wheaton 
says. Huge advances have been 
made in prenatal testing and pre- 
natal care, which Wheaton says 
has dramatically decreased the 
number of birth defects. “I saw a 
lot of ariomalies when I started,” 
_ Wheaton says. “Now I rarely see 
any.” 

Technological advances also 
changed the face of OB nursing. 
Fetal heart monitors, ultrasound 
and amniocentesis are now stan- 
dard tools. Bodi recalls working 
with the first fetal monitors in 
the early 1970s. “It’s been fun to 
watch that whole ‘process being 
developed,” she says. But as 
amazing and helpful as the new 
technology is, it’s still people 
who make the difference, she 
said, 

“1 don’t think technology is 
God’s answer to everything,” 
Bodi said. “You still need a nurse 
at the bedside who has a good 
mind and experienced hands that 
know what a contraction feels 
like.” 
~ Lots of one-on-one bedside 
attention is an advantage a small 


hospital can offer, Bodi works in 


two venues -- the more intimate 
setting of Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, and the large metro- 


politan setting of Blodgett in’ 
Grand Rapids. She likes both...

New phone system in place for jobless i in northern Michigan

LANSING -- Being unem- 
_ ployed is never easy, but getting 
benefits may now be easier for 
northern Michigan residents. 

The state has worked the bugs 
out of its new phone registration 
system for the jobless in northern 
Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula, and officials say it's 
ready. 

"We were in a silent test phase, 
but now we're advertising that it's 
available all across the northern 
part. of the state,” said Dave 
Plawecki, the state director for 
employment compensation ve 
tems. 

The system silewe toll- Fike 
calls from the 906, 989, 231, 705 
and 715 area codes. About 20 
percent of unemployment claims 
in the state come from the cov- 
ered area, according to the state 
Office of Labor Market 
Information.

certification after an applicant 
had already filed for unemploy- 
ment, | 

' After receiving official unem- 
ployed status, the jobless must 
check in every two weeks to ver- 


ify their continuing unemploy- 


ment.,Both steps can now be 


accomplished. with the phone 
system, which Plawecki said is 
far more efficient. 

"The key issue here is obvious- 
ly the convenience to the per- 
son," Plawecki said. "We've 
reduced the process from about 
six hours,: including travel and 
processing, to close to about an 
hour." 

First-time nice will 
spend about 20 minutes on the 
phone, and an additional six to 
10 minutes every following two 


weeks if they remain unem- 


ployed. 

The morning after the first fil- 
ing, the system automatically 
sends a mailing to the claimant 
and his or her former employer, 
again reducing processing time 
compared to the old Byam, 
Plawecki said.

"What is driving this is lower 
federal funding because of their 
own budget cuts." 

Piawecki said he hopes “foiks 
will rapidly switch to this sys- 
tem," but that may not happen, 


said John Greenberg, Marquette 


County's human resources man- 
ager. 

"In the U.P., we deal more on a 
personal level — a handshake still 
méans something," Greenberg 
said, 

The simple fact that the phone 
system is electronic and automat- 
ed might deter some U.P. resi- 
dents;aécording: to’ Greenberg.

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW) on the United States was 
the first veteran organization to 
promote a nationally organized 
campaign for the annual distribu- 
tion of poppies assembled by dis- 
abled and needy veterans. 

The VFW conducted a poppy 
campaign prior to Memorial Day 
1922, using only poppies that 
were made in France. In the 
1923 poppy campaign, due to 
difficulty and delay in getting 
poppies from France, the VFW 
made use of a surplus of French 
poppies that were on hand and 

the balance were artificial flow- 
ers. 

It was during the 1923 cam- 
paign that the VFW evolved the 
idea that resulted in the “VFW 
Buddy Poppy,” fashioned by dis- 
abled and needy veterans who 
were paid for their work as a 
‘practical means of providing 
assistance for these comrades. 

In February 1924, the VFW 
registered the name “Buddy 
Poppy” with the U.S. Patent

LANSING - Nancy Hunt is 
conflicted. 

As the general manager of 
Spike's Keg O' Nails restaurant in 
Grayling, she is wary about a new 
proposal that would stamp out 
smoking in all state restaurants. 
But in her personal opinion, it's a 
step in the right direction. 

"Honestly, 1 would love to see 
it happen, but from a business 
standpoint it might hurt us," Hunt 
said, 

The proposal by Rep. Jack 
Minore (D-Flint) would prohibit 
smoking in the public areas of all 
food service establishments. 

Hunt ts a nonsmoker and said 
she doesn't-have sympathy for the 
smokers’ complaint that a smok- 
ing ban would be unfair. "It's 
their smoke, but it's blowing in 
my face,” she said. 

But she said the bill would put 
restaurants like Spike's that serve 
alcohol in a more difficult posi- 
tion than other restaurants. 

“We serve alcohol, and people 
like to smoke when they drink, so 
we could lose customers if they 
couldn't smoke,” Hunt said, "But 
I believe it's the way things are 
going.” 

Minore said that he is follow- 
ing trends to curb smoking. 
California, New York and 
Delaware have gone smoke-free 
in their restaurants, "Michigan 


should become the fourth." 

The entire country of Jreland 
recently banned smoking in its 
restaurants as well,

"We used to be able to smoke 
everywhere -- airplanes, school, 
at work," Minore said. "The trend 
is clearly this way.” 

However, Minore isn't confi- 
dent his bill will pass the House 
Regulatory Reform Committee, 
where it now sits. "Ultimately, 
this will be adopted, but I don’t 
know if this is the time,” 

The right to smoke isn't in the 
hands of the state government, 
but should be up to restaurant 
owners and consumers, said 
Kristyn Sorensen, communica- 
tions director for. the Michigan 
Restaurant Association. 

"We don't need the state telling 
us what to do," she said. "We feel 
consumer demand will regulate 
this," 

In May 2002, the Michigan 
Supreme Court upheld a law that 
prevents local governments. from 
implementing smoking bans that 
are tougher than state laws. The 
case pitted the restaurant associa- 
tion against the city of Marquette. 

Tim Zigila, the president of the 
Grayling Chamber of Commerce, 
agrees that the state should allow 
restaurants to regulate smoking 
on their own. 

"It's kind of tough to support 
something that would affect all 
our businesses,” Zigila said. "I 
believe it's a restaurant's preroga- 
tive,” 

However, increasing awarcness 
of the effects of second-hand 
smoke and the fact that most 
Michigan residents don't sinoke 
should be an in indicator of sup- 
port for Minore's proposal, said 
Charlie Baase, communications

manager for Tobacco-Free 
Michigan. 

"If most people don't smoke, 
then most people want to be ina 
smoke-free environment,” he 
said. "Also, restaurants are a 
workplace, too. You can look at it 
from that aspect as well." Minore 
said that restaurant’ owners he 
knows who have gone smoke- 
free on their own have seen 
increases in business. - 

"They say that their tables tum 
faster and that business is great," 
he said. "Other restaurants are 
missing the bet. After the initial 
shock, they will find their pron 
up." 

Baase agrees: "Not only that, 
but lots of owners would appreci- 
ate state laws doing this so they 
don't have to do it on their own 
and deal with the smokers." 

The restaurant association's 
Sorensen said that restaurants 
already do a fine job in regulating 
second-hand smoke themselves. 

"Restaurants have invested 

thousands of dollars into equip- 
ment to filter smoke for non- 
smokers,” she said. "We aren't 
against smokers or non-smokers. 
We support restaurant owners to 
make their own decisions which 
are most profitable for them." 
. Minore’s bill is similar to one 
in the Senate by Sen. Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor), The risks 
associated with second-hand 
smoke have prompted the U.S. 
Environmental Agency to classi- 
fy it as a cancer-causing ‘agent, 
along with arsenic, asbestos, ben-. 
zene and radon. There .are 
between 1,400 and 2,500 deaths 
annually caused by second-hand 
smoke in the United States, said 
Baase. | 

"It kills," he said. “The restau- 


fant association has had a long 


history of supporting the tobacco 
industry." 

Minore said that although (he 
outlook for the bill isn't good, he 
wants a committee to discuss it. 
"Let's get the debate going.” 


Lawmakers want to slice ‘spam’ from e-mail

LANSING -- Emily Carney 
knows she's lucky. 

When she opens her e-mail on 
her House Office Building com- 
puter, she's better protected than 
many other Internet users. 

Although Camey's state e-mail 
address is easily found on the 
Internet, she doesn't constantly 


worry about spam - the junk mail 


of the electronic world - and all 
the problems it can bring. She's 
protected by state government's 
massive filter, which handles 
messages headed to the legisla- 
tive and executive branches. 

“I'm well aware of the kind of 
things that can come across as 
spam and the kinds of things that 
come across from unlisted 
addresses,” said Camey, chief of 
staff for Sen. Michelle McManus 
(R-Lake Leelanau). "Within the 
Legislature itself, I have yet to 
sée a virus problem because our 
filters are looking for all those 
kinds of things." 

No. matter the filtering soft- 
ware being used to sort through 
unsolicited incoming e-mail, 
pornography and computer 
viruses, some spam still finds a 
way through. 


But a group of legislators: 


wants to stop even that trickle of 
junk mail making it into elec- 
tronic inboxes across the state. 
Legislation in the House and 
Senate would require individuals 
and businesses sending adver- 
tisements or pornography to spe- 
cially label their e-mails and pro- 
vide a way for recipients to get 
off their mailing lists. 

The House measure ~ support- 
ed by 18 of 19 representatives on 
the Energy and Technology 
Committee’ - would require e- 
mail advertising to include 
"ADV" in the subject line of 
messages, which could aid filter- 
ing software in sorting them out. 
Twenty-one senators - including 
McManus and fellow 
Republicans Jason Allen of 
Traverse City, Patricia Birkholz 
of Saugatuck, Cameron: Brown! 
of Sturgis, Jud Gilbert of 
Algonac and Ron Jelinek of 
Three Oaks - have signed onto a 
similar version of the bill. which 
would also require pornographic 

.Messages be labeled. 

But catching those who break 
the law - the House version 
would be a misdemeanor charge 
of up to one year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine for each e-mail, 
while the Senate proposal would 
carry a $5,000 fine and up to one 
year in jail - stands to be the most 
challenging part. Many e-mail 
advertisers use fake e-mail 
addresses, and although they can 
be tracked back-to their service 
provider, the process is technical.

"The attomey general is going 
to have to put a lot of resources 
into going out-and catching these 
people,” said Dale Hull, legisla- 
tive director for Zeeland 
Republican Bill Huizenga, who 
sponsored the House bill. "But 
that's why the stiff penalties are 
there." 

And unless the government 
intervenes, it's unlikely any anti- 
spam improvements will take 
place, said Rob Worth of Grand 
Rapids-based WMIS Internet. 


The company provides filtering 


functions to clients statewide and 
is working to develop new ways 
to prevent junk e-mail. 

The massive amount of junk e- 
mail floating across the Internet 
can slow some servers, and busi- 
nesses say it decreases employ- 
ees’ productivity because of all 


the time they spend dealing with 


it. 
"I've got to imagine that the 
majority’ of people's e-mail is

goes on, your e-mail address gets 
out there more and more." 

And there's little that users can 
do to get their names off those e- 
mail lists. Unsubscribe functions 
on spam messages often are 
scams simply to indicate e-mail 
accounts that are active, Worth 
said. 

The House and Senate bills 
would require e-mail advertisers 
to identify themselves and list a 
mailing address, in addition to 


providing a free way for people — 


to opt out of future messages. 

But even with new state laws, 
Worth said, it might be impossi- 
ble to stop foreign e-mail from 
invading U.S. accounts. 

Which brings e-mail users 
back to where they began: soft- 
ware filters and the delete key. 

"I think we just have to deal 
with it right now and do the best 
we can," Worth said. "The tools 
we have seem to take care of the 
problem for now."
